The seaward end of the wharf is 
almost completely destroyed and is marked only by rubble.

d. The passenger pier, the standard oiling pier, the coasting mole, and 
wharves Ncs, 1 and 4 are still demolished and unusable *

2. A new pier has been constructed about 300 meters northwest of the coasting mole, 
at Point A on the sketch* It is a small construction and is used by a 
ferry which plies between the coasting mole and the eastern quay across the 
harbor. 


3. Considerable new construction is in progress in the northwestern sector of the 
port* The hatched area on the sketch at Point B is being enclosed within a 
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pallisade of steel piles, and cement foundations are being constructed for new 
buildings in the area.
